RHS Still Seeking 
History-minded 
Volunteers for Museum 


The Romulus Historical Soci- 
ety is currently seeking volunteers 
to help out at the City's museum.

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New House Bill Would Establish Funds 
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for Road Repair and Maintenance 


The State of Michigan would be re- 
quired to issue $40 million to $100 million 
in bonds for the purposes of repairing, 
resurfacing, and maintaining existing 
roads and bridges under legislation in- 
troduced in the House of Representa- 
tives last week. 

Under House Bill (HB) 5653, spon- 
sored by Representative Greg Pitoniak 
(D—Taylor), the money would be used to 
repair damages created by the excep- 
tionally severe weather that we experi- 
enced over the past winter. The distribu- 
tion of the bond revenue would be the 
same asthe current Transportation Fund 
formula of 39.1% for counties, 39.1% for 
State trunkline, and 21.8% for cities and 
villages. 


The current Michigan Department of 
Transportation debt service is just under 
11%. However, the transportation bud- 
get billallows the debt service to go up as 
high as 20%. 

"State and local roads and bridges 
have suffered extensive damage over 
the winter months, and it is imperative 
that we take the necessary steps to cor- 
rect that damage,” said Representative 
Pitoniak, who chairs the House Eco- 
nomic Development Committee. "Right 
now, more than one-third of our high- 
ways are rated in poor condition and 
38% of Michigan's bridges are rated struc- 
turally deficient, making our network four 
times worse than the National average. 
Such conditions are the direct result of a 


lack of spending, and this has got to 
change.” 

Pitoniak continued, "Our transporta- 
tion system is a lifeline of our economy, 
and we cannot afford to let it remain in 
such a deteriorated condition. We need 
to look ahead to the future of our state. 
Spending on infrastructure carries the 
added benefit of stimulating long-term 
welfare and growth forthe years to come.” 

Pitoniak said that, though the bonds 
which would be issued under his legisla- 
tion would be used only for specific pur- 
poses, all of Michigan's surface trans- 
portation is in need of repair. The Build 
Michigan program has only issued about 
$260 million in bonds, despite being au- 
thorized to go much higher. 0 





Romulus Woman Announces Second Iry 
for State House of Representatives 


Catalina Hall, a long-time Romulus 
resident and outspoken activist for 
women and children, will oppose incum- 
bent State Representative Gregory 
Pitoniak in the Democratic primary on 
August 2. When queried as to why she 
has chosen to run a second time, after 
being defeated in the Democratic pri- 
mary two years ago, Catalina (as she 


_ asked to be called) replied, "Someone 


has to step forward andfight forthe rights 
of women to control not only their bodies 
but their homes, jobs, and families. 

"| am very honest about what | am," 
Catalina continued. "| have children and 
a supportive husband. I've held many 
jobs, including some | have been ‘let go' 
from because | wasn't the right color or 
sex. | have worked on a number of politi- 
cal issues from health care for teens to 
protection of our constitutional rights. | 
am not acareer politician, but! amtough, 
bright, and educated on the issues.” 

Catalina also responded to criticisms 
that she dislikes men and is only con- 
cerned about women: "While | some- 
times tell some humorous jokes and an- 
ecdotes about men, | deeply respect 
men of quality who understand that so- 
called women's issues are men's issues 
also. Men who understand that a real 
man does not hit anyone, who under- 
stand that any manwho abuses, batters, 
or kills any woman or child should be 
punished — these are the kind of men 
attracted by my campaign. | was asked 
this question in otherinterviews, andone 
of the women on the 16th District Demo- 
crats' endorsement committee made the 


remark that 'No male candidate was 
asked if they supported women; why are 
we asking Ms. Hall if she supports men?"" 

Catalina's children have all been in 
public schools, and she is a strong advo- 
cate of full, fair funding for each child. "| 
also believe in parent involvement,” said 
Catalina. "Schools must strongly encour- 
age each parent to come into the class- 
room or send home information on that 
parent's child on a regular basis, not just 
every 10 weeks with the quarterly report 
card." 

As for her feelings about ProposalA, 
the recently-passed sales-tax increase 
for school funding, Catalina stated, "l 
opposed this plan from the beginning. 
Two years ago, my opponent put forward 
a six- or eight-cents tax for education. 
Sales taxes are highly unfair to single- 
parentfamilies, women with little income, 
and seniors on a fixed income." 

Due to some tragic and personal 
losses in her past, Catalina has, unfortu- 
nately, had many opportunities to deal 
with nursing homes, hospitals, doctors, 
death, and dying — and it has affected her 
outlook on the issue of assisted suicide: 
"My own idea of assisted suicide is that 
it is a last resort after all pain-manage- 
ment has failed in cases where there is 
absolutely no hope of recovery or no 
rational quality of life, and the patients 
are fully aware of what they are request- 
ing. Government must recognize this 
fundamental human right." 

On other subjects: "Aging is a femi- 
nist issue. By that, | mean that, as the 


population ages, it becomes more and 


more female. This is historical, not due to 
the feminist movement. But olderwomen 
will have to be more careful regarding 
finances, social security, health care, 
nursing-home care, and the rights they 
will pass on to survivors. 

"When you think of seniors and 
women who earn 70 cents for every 
dollar a man earns, you understand why 
| oppose pay increases for elected offi- 
cials. If elected, | would follow the ex- 
ample of Representative Lynn Rivers, 
who is running for U.S. Congress, and 
return the pay raise to the people.” 

A review of Catalina's campaign lit- 
erature shows that she has been an 
active member of the National Organiza- 
tion for Women (NOW) at the local and 
State level (including serving as past 
president of the Downriver NOW chapter 
and past chair of Michigan NOW's Abor- 
tion Rights Task Force), is on the board 
of the Detroit Chapter of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, and is a parent on 
the board of the Romulus Adolescent 
Health Center Advisory Council. She is a 
member of the Michigan Spanish Speak- 
ing Democrats, the Michigan Human 
Rights Campaign Committee, the Ameri- 
can Association of University Women, 
and the Unitarian Church of Detroit. 
Catalina has also been selected as the 
Detroit NOW chapter's Feminist of the 
Year (1990) and received the Downriver 
NOW chapter's Downriver Women Mak- 
ing History Award (1993).

Legislative Update 


For the Week of June 20, 1994

Plan Targets Your Child's Well-being 
A children's support plan that pro- 
vides tax credits to small businesses 
assisting employees with child-care ex- 
penses andcreates a "Better Beginnings" 
program to insure low-income children 
not covered by private policies or govern- 
ment programs was recently announced 
by House Democrats. The children's ini- 
tiative would also allow the Friend of the 
Court to obtain criminal-record informa- 
tion on parents through the Law Enforce- 
ment Information Network. Other impor- 
tant bills would create a Family Violence 
Hotline, pursue noncustodial parents who 
owe child support, and prohibit parents 
who are behind in child support from 
collecting life-insurance benefits. 
Employers Freed of One Million Forms 
Almost every Michigan employer and 
tens of thousands of workers claiming 
jobless benefits will be affected by recent 
changes made by the Michigan legisla- 
ture regarding the State's unemployment 
insurance program. The creation of this 
program, which begins in January 1997, 
follows a year and a half of intense nego- 
tiations involving the Michigan Employ- 
ment Security Commission (MESC), the 
Legislature, and representatives of 
MESC's employer and claimant custom- 
ers. The House action means that Michi- 
gan will now join 48 other states that use 
the wage-record system to establish 
unemployment benefit claims for jobless 
workers. Michigan employers will no 
longer be required to complete forms 
(about one million annually) from MESC 
requesting weekly wage information. 
Immediately upon filing their claim, laid- 
off workers will Know to how much they 
will be entitled in unemployment ben- 
efits, instead of having to wait several 
weeks. The Federal government will 
cover the cost of the conversion, which 
should reduce errors and fraud and re- 
sultin annual savings of millions of dollars. 
Sex-offender Registry Approved 
Legislation requiring those guilty of 
serious sexual offenses to be registered 
with the Michigan State Police was re-

ported by the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee last week. A person convicted of 
criminal sexual conduct inthe first through 
fourth degree, or convicted of other of- 
fenses involving children (including pro- 
duction of child pornography, assault with 
intent to commit criminal sexual conduct, 
or second or subsequent incidents of 
indecent exposure), would have to regis- 
ter their conviction with the State Police. 
Local law-enforcement agencies would 
have to report the convictions to State 
Police to provide a central registry. The 
information would not be public. It would 
have limited release to law-enforcement 
officials and would stay in the system for 
25 years on the first offense or for life for 
subsequent offenses. Registration infor- 
mation would include the individual's 
name and address, a brief summary of 
the individual's convictions, arecent pho- 
tograph, and any other information that 

the department finds necessary. 
Single-business Tax Bills Pass House 
The House passed a Single Busi- 
ness Tax (SBT) package last week with 
overwhelming support.

As we approachour nation's 218th 
birthday, The Romulus News would 
like to remind everyone of the State 
ordinance which defines both legal 
and illegal fireworks. Illegal fireworks 
found in the City of Romulus will be 
confiscated, held for evidence, and 
destroyed at a later date. 

Remember: The purpose of this 
law is not to hinder your Indepen- 
dence Day celebration, but to make 
sure that your holiday isn't spoiled by 
an accident involving dangerous, ille- 
gal fireworks. 

Section 750.243a (1a) of the 
Michigan Penal Code (Act 328 of 1931) 
defines "fireworks" as "... a device 
made from explosive or flammable 
compositions used primarily for the 
purpose of producing a visible display 
or audible effect, or both, by combus- 
tion, deflagration, or detonation. .. ." 
This definition includes both Class B 
fireworks, which are illegal, and Class 
C fireworks, which are legal. 

The legal, Class C fireworks con- 
sist of "... toy smoke devices, toy 
caps containing not more than .25 
grains of explosive mixture, toy pro- 
pellant devices, cigarette loads, trick 
matches, trick noise makers, smoke 
candles, smoke pots, smoke gre-

Illegal, Class B fireworks are"... 
toy torpedoes, railway torpedoes, fire- 
crackers or Salutes that do not qualify 
as Class C fireworks, exhibition dis- 
play pieces, aeroplane flares, illumi- 
nating projectiles, incendiary projec- 
tiles, incendiary grenades, smoke pro- 
jectiles or bombs containing expelling 
charges but without bursting charges, 
flash powders in inner units not ex- 
ceeding 2 ounces each, flash sheets 
in interior packages, flash powder or 
spreader cartridges containing not 
more than 72 grains of flash powder 
each, andother similar devices.” [Sec. 
750.243a (1b)] 

Other illegal items include a blank 
cartridge, blank cartridge pistol, toy 
cannon, toy cane, or toy gun. in which 
explosives are used; an unmanned 
balloonwhich requires fire underneath 
to propel it and is not moored to the 
ground while aloft; and firecrackers, 
torpedoes, skyrockets, roman can- 
dies, daygo bombs, bottle rockets, 
whistling chasers, rockets on sticks, 
or other fireworks that are of similar 
construction.

In 1965, Ed was sworn in as a first- 
term State Representative for the new 
"seat #38" in the Michigan House, and 
was appointed as a freshman legislator 
chairman of the standing committee on 
Military and Veteran Affairs, on which he 
continued to serve (part of the time as 
chairman or vice-chairman) for a num- 
ber of years. During the 1974 session, he 
was appointed to the powerful House 
Appropriations Committee. 

Among the pieces of legislation in- 


troduced and sponsored by Ed were the 


reorganization of the Michigan National 
Guard, the Vietnam Bonus, and other 
laws dealing with veterans’ problems. 


In July 1984, Ed was honored by the 


Michigan Department of Military Affairs. 
His medal was presented by Major Gen- 


eral Vernon Andrews. At that time, then- 
Governor of Michigan, James Blanchard 
said of Ed, “You are to be commended 
for all your initiatives on behalf of our 
citizen soldiers, and will be remembered 
for your efforts." Ed is among the very 
few civilians to receive such an award 
from the military. 

Over the course of his 20 years as a 
state representative, Ed received many 
other awards and citations, as well. 

Following a heart attack in April 1984, 
Ed's doctor advised him to slow down 
and avoid job stress. Ed officially retired 
from the Michigan Legislature on Janu- 
ary 1, 1985. 

Ed also served as ajudge in Romulus 
for 10 years. 

His memberships in community or- 
ganizations included the Romulus His- 
torical Society and Kiwanis International. 

Ed is survived by his wife; son Gre- 
gory Mahalak (Oakland, CA); daughter 
Mrs. Carlo (Denise M.) Maki (S. Porcu- 
pine, Ontario, Canada); brothers Ray- 
mond (Grosse lle, Ml) and Louis Mahalak 
(Trenton, MI); and grandson Craig Maki. 

Funeral services were held on Sat- 
urday, June 18, at St. Aloysius Catholic 
Church (Romulus, Ml), with Father 
Michael Malawy officiating. Intermentwas 
at Our Lady of Hope Cemetery (Browns- 
town, MI). Arrangements were made by 
Crane Funeral Home (Romulus, Ml).
